And whereas , there is possibility of political 
disputes , confrontation , violence and breach of peace 
mainly due to misuse of Hotels , Restaurants , Tea 
Shops , Pan Shops and other food shops / joints 
( Dhabas , Gaddas ) etc. , due to gathering of crowd at 
places within the vicinity of 200 meters of the polling 
stations which creates nuisance and law and order 
problems .

Centre on day of counting i.e. on 27-03-2023 
from 06.00 a.m. till end of counting of votes of 
Ward No. V of Village Panchayat Velguem and 
Ward No. VI of Village Panchayat Ona 
-Maulinguem - Kudchirem of Bicholim Taluka of 
North Goa District shall remain closed " . 


2. Ban any gathering or crowd comprising of more 
than 5 persons within 200 meters of polling 
stations with in the area of Ward No. V of 
Village Panchayat Velguem and Ward No. VI of 
Village Panchayat Ona - Maulinguem 
Kudchirem of Bicholim Taluka of North Goa 
District .

I further direct that the above restrictions shall 
not apply to public servants on duty and to 
bonafide marriage or funeral processions or 
religious processions / functions .

U / S 144 of Criminal Procedure Code , 1973 

Whereas it is apprehended that assemblies , 
processions and morchas are likely to be carried out 
during the 4th Session of the Eight Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Goa convened from 
27-03-2023 to 31-03-2023 . 


And whereas such activities are likely to create 
not only traffic congestion but also disturbance to 
the smooth and peaceful functioning of the 
Assembly ; 


And whereas I am satisfied that adoption of 
immediate preventive measures are necessary for 
the maintenance of public peace , order and 
tranquility ; 


And whereas I am satisfied that there are 
sufficient grounds for proceeding under Section 144 
( 1 ) of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 and that 
the circumstances do not allow the serving of notice 


individually . 

Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers vested 
in me under Section 144 ( 1 ) of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure , 1973 , I , Mamu Hage , IAS , District 
Magistrate , North Goa , do hereby prohibit : 


1. Assembly and gathering of five or more persons 
and taking out or organizing of processions . 


3. The use of loudspeakers . 
4. The shouting of slogans . 

5. Burning of fire . 


2. The carrying of firearms or weapons of offences 
such as lathis , swords , daggers or spears .

in any public place , street , road , square , 
thoroughfare , by lane or in any open space within 
the radius of 500 meters around the Assembly 
Complex at Porvorim and the area under the 
jurisdiction of Panaji Police Station .

2. Report No. SP / TRF / PAN / 283 / 2023 dated 
20-03-2023 of the Supdt . of Police , Traffic , 
North , Panaji - Goa . 


Whereas , the District Magistrate , North vide order 
referred at ( 1 ) read above , has ordered for Closure of 
the Atal Setu Bridge during day & night time to 
shift heavy machines used for mastic cooking and 
resurfacing works for vehicular traffic from 17th 
March , 2023 to 27th March , 2023 . 


And whereas , the Superintendent of Police , 
Traffic , Panaji - Goa vide report read at ( 2 ) above has 
informed that the closure of the Atal Setu Bridge 
has led to unwarranted traffic congestion on Panaji 
side as well as Porvorim side . 


And whereas , it has further reported that , due to 
the closure of Atal Setu bridge , heavy / multi axel 
vehicles are forced to use Mandovi Bridge , which 
has led to traffic congestion on NH 66 at Porvorim 
and Panaji . The general public and ambulance 
carrying patients are also found stuck in the traffic 
congestion for long hours , causing inconvenience 
to the general public . 


And whereas , it has further requested this office 
to issue order for restriction of movement of Heavy 
Vehicles and Multi - axel vehicles coming from 
Sawantwadi side towards Panaji side on NH 66 and 
from Banastarim side towards Panaji side from 07.00 
hrs . to 20.00 hrs . till the completion of repairing 
work of Atal Setu Bridge . As there is no any holding 
space along NH 66 from Patradevi to Porvorim , the 
Heavy Vehicles and Multi - axel vehicle be stopped 
at Banda ( Maharashtra ) and the vehicles coming 
from Banastarim side towards Panaji be diverted at 
Banastarim Bridge . 


Now therefore , in exercise of the powers
